Republicans 
ore certain they w ill be practically 
agreed upon as the text of reserva­ 
tions. including the one coveting the 
recent defeat of the Shantung amend, 
ment. 
This reservation 
would de­ 
ciare that the United States reserves 
Complete freedom of action with re­ 
spect to the dispute between China 
nnd Japan. 
The pending Johnson amendment 
lf lost, w ill be touched on In reser­ 
vations which would give the United 
States the right 
to object to any 
league vote In which an empire cast, 
through itH dominions more than one 
vote. 


Reservations covering Article X 
would allow 
the United States to 
take action to preserve the territorial 
integrity or political Independence of 
any league member. 
Reservations regarding the Mon­ 
roe Doctrine and the right of w ith ­ 
drawal from the league have been 
planned for some time this week. 
An effort w ill be made to have the 
vote on reservations taken as a part 
of the vote on resolutions of ratifica­ 
tion so that the vote on ratification 
w ill mean a vote on reservation. The 
democrat side however is planning 
a move in the hope of averting it.
